A debate ‘took place in the House 
of Commons to-day on the subject 
of inter-Allied debts. 

It was. opened by Mr. Philip 
Snéwden, who was Chancellor of 
the Exchequer in the late Labour 
Government. Mr Snowden point- 
ed out that Britain was owed 
£800,000,000-by Russia, £700,000,000 
by France, £600,000,000 by Italy, 
and about.£100,000,000 by smaller 
European States., Britain was 
paying to the United States about 
£34,000,000 a year rising ultimately 
to £38,000,000 under the funding 
arrangement ‘made with that coun- 
try.» The debt to the United States 
would be liquidated only in 62 
years.‘ If the debts of the Euro- 
pean States, to Great Britain were 


}funded “on ‘the same terms ag the 


ritish debt. to Amott 3 Great 
Britain wold’. get £84,606,600" ‘a 
year from ,the European . States. 
But, under the Balfour Note, 
Britain was not asking for 
£38,000,000 
under the German reparations and 
fram Italy, France, and other Con- 
tincntal debtors—sufficient only to 
pay the annual tribute - which 
Britain has to pay to the United 
States: Under the Italian agreement, 
Britain received £4,000,000.2 year 
and if the provisional agreement 
ith. France were carried out she 
would ‘receive: £12,500,000 yearly 
from that country. With 
£10,000,000 a year from German 
Reparations, Britain's total yearly 
Yedsipts. would be £26,500,000. So 
that,, when 'we-.were paying 
£38,000,000 millions to the United 
States we should be £11,500, 000 to 
the bad. 
' UNFAIR TO BRITAIN, 

Referring to the arguments that 
Great Britain was a rich country 
while her debtors were: poor, Mr. 
_|Snowden pointed out that during 


.|the time ‘when this country was 


suffering from. unparalled trade 
depression, France was enjoyifig a 
period of unparalled prosperity. 
She had no- unemployed like this 
country and had spent ‘enormous 
sums in industrial reconstruction. 
Yet Britain. was paying in taxation 
fifty per cent, more than France 
and she was paying 100 per cent. 
more than-Italy, In this way, the 
British tax-paper was eubsidising 
the sévere’ competition of France 
and Italy with British goods. If 
the time came when France re- 
sumed negotiations with. us. in 
regard to the settlement of her 


‘debt ‘he, hoped, the Chancellor of the 


Exchequer would ‘not be bound ai- 
together by the terms. previously 
made, but would ask.for a revision 
of those terms which: would do less 
injustice to ‘this country. He 
described the. settlement with Italy 
as'“trivial in the extreme.” 


BALFOUR NOTE PRINOIPLES. 
Mr, Winston Churchill, replying, 


{said this country had never taken 


the. view that the cost of the shot 
and shell fred in a common cause 
could be ‘considered “morally and 
sentimentally: as,on exactly the 
same footing as ordinary commer:

As to what had been. done :to- 
wards collecting debts owed to us,-". 
Mr. Churchill ‘said: though- Rugsia

Russia’s rulers. We did not 
abrogate any of our claims, and if 
at _any time the initiathve in 
raising the. question came from 
Russia we should not treat Russia 
with less consideration than wa - 
had treated the other debtors, In’ 
regard to the debt of Italy, her 
capacity to pay had been consider- 
ed by our experts to be“about one- 
third of the capacity to pay of 
France, and she had agreed to pay 
$4,000,000 for 62 years, «This 
country gitached the utmost import 
ance to ‘the fact that that was 
on thes, sole credit of Italy 
herself and not contingent on the ° 
reparations’ Italy received .from 
Germany. “He emphasised that.no - 
political consideration of any kind 
entered Into the’ fixing of that 
sum, except the general political 
consideration of the long friend- 
ship of Italy and Britain. The 
main principle on which the agree-" 


ment was'reached with M.-Cail- 
laux Idst August jas ‘the dis- 
charge by France of her liabilities 
by paying 62 annuities of 
£12,500,000 on her sole credit. . 
That was the basis of the agree~ 
ment, but there were three points, 
one of which then presented and, 
still presented difficulties which. 
were outstanding. The first point .
